Montana  Administrative  Code  l6-2.26(2)-S26IQ    APPROVAL  OF  LABORATORIES 

(I)    When  laboratory  examinations  are  necessary  in  the  investigation 
of  communicable  diseases,   in  ascertaining  sources  of  infection,  and  in  the  control  or 
release  of  a  case,  contact,  or  carrier  of  a  communicable  disease,  the  attending  phy- 
sician or  local  health  officer  shall  submit  suitable  specimens  to  the  department  lab- 
oratory or  a  laboratory  approved  by  the  department.    The  health  officer  shall  by  him- 
self or  an  agent  secure  and  submit  final  cultures  or  specimens  for  examinations. 

When  laboratory  examinations  are  required  by  Saw,  they  shall  be 
done  by  an  approved  laboratory. 

(This  Rule  was  originally  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  be 
effective  July  I ,  1935. ) 

As  in  the  case  of  laboratories  approved  to  perform  serological 
tests  for  syphilis  in  accordance  with  69-4611.107,  R.C.M.   1947,  we  must  rely  on  per- 
formance of  individual   laboratories  In  the  state-operated  proficiency  test  in  bacteri 


ology.

Among  the  developing  crisis  situations  in  the  state  public  health  laboratory 
is  reference  bacteriology.    We  cannot  continue  the  present  level  of  activity  without 
adding  another  bacteriologist  to  the  staff.    This    it  is  impossible  to  do;  reasons 
appear  in  the  press  quite  frequently.    One  solution  would  be  to  make  more  use  of  the 
bacteriological  facilities  in  your  locality.    We  have  the  impression  that  specimens 
are  sometimes  referred  directly  to  us  because  our  services  are  "free".    As  much  as  we 
would  like  to  participate  in  efforts  to  reduce  the  cost  of  medical  care  by  offering 
such  services,  that  is  not  our  mission.    We  encourage  maximum  use  of  local  facilities, 
if  we  charged  out  costs  for  determinative  bacteriology  on  a  per-specimen  basis,  they 
would  amount  to  $17.76.     it  is  rather  ironic  to  encourage  clinical   laboratories  to 
provide  quality  services  in  bacteriology  by  furnishing  proficiency  tests  and  a  course 
In  clinical  bacteriology,  and  then  turn  around  and  compete  with  them  by  accepting 
specimens  which  are  rightfully  theirs. 

There  are  still  some  areas  of  microbiology  mostly  concerned  with  disease 
control  and  which  belong  in  the  state  public  health  laboratory.     Examples  are  myco- 
bacteriology  for  the  control  of  tuberculosis,  tests  for  immunity  to  German  measles 
(Our  cost  for  the  Rubella  HA  I  test  is  $1.36  because  it  is  set  up  once  a  week  in  lots 
of  about  350    specimens.     If  done  on  an  individual  basis,  It  could  not  be  handled  for 
much  less  than  $10.00),  virology,  speciation  of  anaerobes  by  gas  chromatography,  and 
microbiology  associated  with  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases. 

In  every  endeavour  there  comes  a  time  for  evaluation  and  rearranging  of 
priorities.    No  outfit  can  be  "all  things  to  all  men".    Here  Is  the  way  I  see  them 
developing  for  our  public  health  laboratory  :    chemical  and  microbiological  testing 
in  the  realm  of  environmental  sciences  (air,  water,  food  and  consumer  safety,  hazard- 
ous substances);    preventive  medicine  (infant  screening,  tests  for  immunity  to  child- 
hood diseases,  and  procedures  to  detect  venereal  diseases,  tests  for  abused  substances 
especially  in  support  of  law-enforcement  officials  in  their  efforts  to  prevent  persons 
while  under  the  influence  of  alcohol  or  drugs,  from  operating  motor  vehicles  on  the 
highways  of  Montana,  tests  required  by  epidemiologists  for  control  of  communicable 
diseases);    continuing  education,  proficiency  testing  and  consultation.
